5ted of the crime, they are thought 
iJjave oeen witnesses, 
i'rainraen and officers in all parts! 
North Texas and Oklahoma are en­ 
caged in a search for the fugitives. 


Graham, Texas, Feb. 24—Three men 
were wounded, two of them so serious­ 
ly that they may die before the day is 
over, during an exchange of shots be­ 
tween guards at the courthouse and 
some masked men at that building 
here this morning. 
The wounded are: 
Tom Cherryhomes. guard, probably 
fatal. 
Fat Carlton, probably fatal. 
Peak Fry. slightly wounded. 
About two weeks ago, on instruct­ 
ions from the County Commissioners’ 
Court, guards were stationed over the 
records in the courthouse. 
This morning about 3 o'clock a 
number of masked men appeared and 
about fifty shots were exchanged be­ 
tween them and the guards. Account s 
T hat tramps committed the murder! vary 
to the number of men who 
officers are positive.

are known to have been riding on the 
train. 
Five are in jail at Bowie as 
suspects—the others are at large. 
Ab Speight, assistant police chief, 
who returned from Bowie Tuesday 
says the five suspects there will be re­ 
leased. 
The Mexicans being held at 
Bridgeport also will be released. 
Two Mexicans who were arrested 
here Tuesday morning on suspicion 
were given their liberty Wednesday.

It is the m em bers favorable to the 
measure who insist that the bill which

to 
death,” 
The records of congress show that 
both big parties have had a share in 
the work of sm othering bills to death 
with words. There are som e marked 
instances of this course of procedure 
in 
the United 
States senate. 
The 
house m em bers cannot talk a bill to 
death, because there is a day set for 
a vote and the vote m u st come. In the 
senate, however, only by u nanim ous 
co nsent ca n a d a y be set for a vote. 
So it is th a t unle ss the rules are 
changed, which is not tit all likely, fu­ 
t u r e bills can be talk ed to death ju s t 
as bills of th e past have mot the sam e 
fate.8

tion bill into its grave. 
It is possible 
to talk bills to death in the senate 
botli at the s h o rt and the long sesions, 
but the chances of doing it of course 
are greater at the short sesion, when 
congress must adjourn to March 4. At 
a long session the date of adjourn­ 
ment can be set forward and the talk­ 
ing members can be tired out. but if 
they show great strength of purpose 
and of lungs they can worry the pro­ 
ponents of the bill by postponing the 
day of adjournment, and so frequently 
a bill s friends surrender and allow- ad­ 
journment to com e and the bill which 
they favor to die.

Baccarat, France.—The French and 
German lines are separated by a dis­ 
tance varying from half a mile to four 
miles, and this neutral zone is trav­ 
ersed ceaselessly by patrols of the two 
adversaries, whose mission it is to 
compel the other to remain quiet while 
more important combats take place on 
other parts of the front. However, no 
day passes without rifle shots and a 
few shells being exchanged. 
I was a witness of one of these daily 
combats from a distance of about half 
a mile. A company of chasseurs went 
forth on a scouting expedition through 
the magnificent snow7 covered forests, 
but the men were soon stopped by the 
enemy’s volleys. 
I was able to see 
very little except that the entire wood 
seemed to be alive and quivering. The 
chasseurs threw7 themselves flat on 
the snow and answered the fire. 
The 
engagement grew in intensity and the 
cannon began to growl. 
Then the 
chasseurs having accomplished what 
they had set out to accomplish, name­ 
ly, to see what force the enemy had in 
front, returned to the rear, bringing 
one comrade killed and two wounded 
on 
improvised 
litters 
made 
from 
branches of trees. 
Some were sing­ 
ing. all seemed happy and they car­ 
ried themselves proudly. 
A captain 
with whom I was talking said: "It is 
difficult to believe how tile instinct ot 
the chasseurs guides them. 
As soon 
as they see a German they almost 
fight among themselves for the privi 
lege of killing him. They start out on 
scouting expeditions daily as one goes 
out to hunt.” 
While shots fired by the Germans 
were reawakening the echoes in the 
forest we met peasants peacefully re­ 
turning to their homes. Many of these 
peasants live between the hostile lines, 
areless of the terrible dangers they 
run. 
One poor woman had a sad experi­ 
ence one day. 
When firing sounded 
near her house she set forth with her 
six children, hoping to reach a distant 
village, where she could take refuge 
with relatives. 
Her husband is in the 
army. Site waited near by until night, 
and then, avoiding the roads, sought 
the thickest parts of the forest. 
She 
lost her way and wandered for a day 
and a half with Hie children, carrying 
the youngest, a babe, in her arms. 
On the morning of the second day 
she suddenly found herself between 
the fire of the French and the Ger­ 
mans. 
She ran hither and thither, 
maddened with fear, until finally she 
met some French artillerymen, who 
called to her: "Come this way! 
You 
must be craze! 
You will be killed 
with your children!’

SOME TRICKS OF THE GAME. 


We all know that, as a hilliness 
.proposition, it is impossible for any 
concern to give customers anything 
unless there is a payment for it. 
In other words, nobody gives any­ 
thing for nothing. 
It isn’t possible to give more than 
a commercial value in merchandise 
for the amount paid. 
It isn’t possible 
to do a profitable business unless mer­ 
chandise is sold for a price that is 
greater than the cost and the expense 
of handling. 
A profit must be added 
in all cases. 
Some concerns can buy goods at a 
slight advantage over others. It de­ 
pends on the quantity ordered at one 
tim e more than anything else. 
No 
manufacturer will sell merchandise to 
one concern cheaper than to another 
unless there is some compensation. 
These 
price 
concessions 
generally 
consist of a small cash discount or a 
small discount for large quantities. 
It was always my custom when con­ 
tracting for any article to make a 
price contract for an enormous quan­ 
tity. 
I always paid ('ash, with your 
money, therefore this was possible, 
and I obtained also a cash discount. 
In this way the manufacturer, or the 
jobber, had no selling expense, in 
many instances the manufacturer dis­ 
posing on this sort of contract to my 
concern of his entire output. 
These 
discounts and price concessions on 
small 
articles 
frequently 
did 
not 
amount to more than a fraction of a 
cent on a single article. 
But iii buy­ 
ing I was out to get the very best 
prices and make the very best deals 
I could. 
But I worked out ways for making 
even more money for my mail order 
concern. 
I cut down the value of the 
article iii the making. 
I arranged 
with the manufacturer to produce an 
article, looking in every way to the 
person who knew no better, like the 
genuine article, but it wasn t. 
I produced what were practically 
counterfeits. 
I cheated the people 
who bought those articles. 
Here s how I did it. 
Take, for ex- J 
ample, a tin cup, a tin pail or a tin ^ 
plate—in fact any article made of tin. i 
I would figure it out like this. 
In 
the first place Ave would use tin of a I 
certain less weight, thinner and not , 
so good. 
Where the top curls over ; 
■the 
manufacturer 
formerly 
put 
a ; 
wire around, hidden from view. but it ! 
was there. 
This Alite made tho ar­ 
ticle stronger. 
It would stand wear 
better and longer. 
I would take the wire out. 
I would 
m ake a lighter handle or, in some 
way cut down both the quality and 
the quantity of material used iii mak­ 
ing the article. 
So in this Avay I cheapened the 
article. 
I lessened the cost of mak­ 
ing, which made ti better profit for me 
Of course, the article was not so good 
and would not 
aa ear s o long as the 
honest, old-fashioned 
kind 
such as 
your local dealer buys for his stock. 
But in my c a t a l o g u e the illustration 
m ade It look “just its good 
and that 
was all that I cared for. 
Certainly, th** sooner it wore out, or 
got sm a sh ed or broken, the sooner you 
would be compelled to send for an­ 
o t h e r 
Oh. yes. I thought that all 
out, too. 
In wooden ware I figured the same 
I 
would order a 
quantity, making 
them up from a cheaper grade of 
wood. 
If it had hoops I would have 
it made with a hoop less. 
The sides 
and 
bottom 
would be thinner. 
In 
some way I would cut down the quan­ 
tity and value of the material used 
for the making, so ii would cost less. 
So this is how T could cut prices 
on such things. 
I did cut prices 
on some articles, things like these 
and because of the mariner in which 
they were made. 
But the manufactur­ 
e r would not put his brand on such 
stuff. 
Not he. 
Ile would say: 
‘i ll 
put your brand on that article. 
I d 
be ashamed to have my brand on it. 
I'd be ashamed to let anybody think 
that i’d turn out that kind of junk. 
Then he would stamp my brand 
on it. 
W hat did I care. 
I got your money 
in a d v a n c e as payment for the a r 
t i d e and what would you, way out 
in 
the 
little 
country 
town, 
know 
about, ho av 
it should be made? 
11 
would last all the “quicker” aud then 
you 
would 
order 
another. 
Surely, 
th a t’s how it was figured. 
Now, think it over. 
Look on some 
of the articles you have bought and 
see if the name of the manufacturer 
is stamped on it. 
I nearly forgot one thing. 
I beat 
that game, too, in a certain clever 
manner, because t h e r e s more than 
one way of fooling you. 
I would create a fancy name for 
a fake manufacturer. 
There would be 
no 
such 
concern. 
I 
would 
stamp 
“ Blank Mfg. Co.” or “ Moon Mfg. Co.’ 
or some such fancy name, because I 
was kind of ashamed ti, have even 
my name stamped on some of the stuff 
I sent out. 
I contracted for canned goods with 
manufacturers and would create brano 
names. 
He would have a pretty, fan 
ey l a b e l printed for us and I used all 
sorts of devices to fool customers. 
I guess I must have sent out a lot of 
terrible stuff in those cans, but I made 
big money out of them and it wa* 
profitable. 


I figured this way. 
Who In the 
world is going to write a long letter 
Hid kick about a few cans of spoiled 
peaches, or corn, etc.? 
It would be 
permitted to pass without a kick. But 
I did get som e awful kicks at that, 
and I would send back some sw eet 
words in a nice letter and in the office 
have a good laugh about it. 
Yes, the girls and men who work in 
the correspondence department of my 
concern have alm ost as much fun over 
the letters that you send in and in 
the answering of them, as it they were 
sitting in a theater hearing the jokes 
and funny songs. 
It’s a perpetual 
comedy for them. 
You sit at home, after a hard day’s 
ivork, and write, with the greatest 
sincerity and often trouble, a letter 
of complaint to my house. 
You are 
very serious about it. 
What would 
you think, how humiliated you would 
feel, if you could see your letter, writ­ 
ten so carefully by you, passed around 
for sneering comments and laughing 
Jests. 
And one of my nine-dollar-a-week 
clerks will turn to his stenographer 
and say: 
“Send this kicker form 13 
letter.” 
And the stenographer will 
take an imitation form letter, Avrite 
your name at the top and stamp the 
name of one of the bosses as the sig­ 
nature, and mail it to you. 
The letter 
will read something like this: 


D^ar Friend: 
We are very sorry to note that you are 
displeased with your last order. 
W e can­ 
not understand how such a m istake has 
occurred. 
We paid particular attention 
to the shipment of your order as we look 
upon you as one of our m ost valued cus­ 
tomers. 
I will attend personally to your next 
order and see that it is put up in the very 
best manner. W e value your letters very 
highly and look to hear from you with 
pleasure. 
Hoping you are well and w ishing you 
the compliments of the season, permit 
me to sign myself. 
Yours most sincerely. 
Signed: (Nam e of the Boss.) 


Probably the boss is away in Eu­ 
rope or somewhere else. 
You will 
note that the letter would apply to 
anything, from the receipt of a can of 
decayed tomatoes to a broken chair. 
It’s all “hot air.” 
These letters don’t 
mean anything. The manner in which 
we avoided sending a duplicate of the 
same letter to you when you sent in 
the next kick, which we looked for 
and expected, was in this way. 
W e 
kept a big yellow envelope with all 
of your letters and correspondence, 
orders, etc., in it. 
On the front of 
the letter was a memorandum of the 
form letters that had been sent you. 
For instance, when your next kick 
was received the correspondent who 
would get your letter would lqok on 
the front of the envelope ami see that 
you had been sent form 13. 
So he 
would reply to this new kick with 
form 14, which would read something 
like this: 


Dear Friend: 
I have inst looked 
p your last order 
rind find th at in the absence of Mr. Blank 
tike boss that signed the other with a 
rubber st am p as p r o w l , who was u n ­ 
avoidably out of the ' -tty when your or­ 
der came in, your ordor was filled by a 
new e m p l o y e e .

j ^ ill rive them my personal attention. 
Send in another order, as soon as you 
can. and I will see that it is taken care 
of. 
We are having nine w eather here and 
hope you are I .w ing the same in your lo­ 
cality. 
Write soon. 
Yours faithfully. 
Signed: (Another Boss.) 


You as an individual have no more 
consideration in my concern than a 
postage stamp. 
You are a nonentity, 
you are only a y e ll o w envelope with 
a series of marks denoting the num- 
: ber of kicks you have sent in. 
But flattery goes a long ways. 
You 
must be flattered, you must be ca­ 
joled. 
You must be gi\en all and tiny 
kinds of promises, but none of them 
will be kept. 
Your money is what we 
i want. 
But I must try to make you 
believe that you are a great friend, 
that I read your letters personally and 
answer them. 
Dear Friend- Tt's all bunk. 
For ev­ 
ery letter sent you, full cf flattery and 
insincere statements and lies, there 
are thousands of others all over the 
country who get exactly the same ler- 
tcrs. 
I'll guarantee that many of you 
who read these confessions by me 
have read letter after letter written 
by me and to which the name of some 
big boss was signed with a rubber 
stamp. 
Or perhaps some little gum 
chewing girl signed them with pen 
and ink. writing the boss’ name. 
Think it over.
